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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges receipt of 12/23/05 preliminary amendment to the abstract, 
specification and claims which were entered into the file. Claims 30-62 are currently 
pending, claims 1-29 have been cancelled. 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 30 - 59, drawn to a curtain coater. 
Group II, claim(s) 60-62, drawn to a method of curtain coating. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Groups I, II and prior 
art Koepke et al (US patent 4,479,987 as supplied in applicant's IDS dated 5/29/07; 
hereafter Koepke) all possess the same technical feature namely depositing a coating 
via a curtain process onto a moving substrate wherein each side of the curtain is guided 
by a face convex crossways to the curtain (see, for example, Fig 1-7, and abstract of 
Koepke). Therefore the shared technical feature is common and not special, and thus 
there exists a lack of unity of invention a posteriori. 
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A telephone call was made to Glenn Massina on 1 1/09/09 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
